DUE TO TRADE DEPRESSION 


Gasoline the Only Product That 
Has Not Fallen — Labor 
Program Outlined. 


Decline in value of the finished pro- 
duct of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey means but one thing—‘‘re- 
duced earnings for all—worker and 
shareholder alike,’’ W. C. Teagle, Presi- 
dent, told employes at their annual din- 
ner at Newark last night. 

Addressing ‘representatives chosen’ to 
speak for 11,000 men and women em- 
ployed by the oil company, Mr. Teagle 
and A. C. Bedfort, Chairman of the 
Board, promulgated a platform setting 
forth the company’s attitude toward 
labor. The meeting was the fourth an- 
nual -Joint conference between cempany 
and employe Peprenentatives. 

‘“We are all apt to fafget,’”* sald Mr. 
Teagie. “‘ the fundamental fact that high 
wages, when not accompanied by cor- 
résponding produttiodn, rot only bear 
fitst and most héavily on the wage- 
earner, but gradually dlacken thé de- 
mand for tabor. -We have seen prices 
of goods pushed to the point at whigh 
the market for them ceased, and as a 
result the men who made. the goods 
are walking the streets, not because the 
goods are not needed, but because peo- 
ple cannot afford to buy them. Stacks 
of leather are piling up, and shoemakers 
are out of work, while half the world 
goes barefoot. 

Effect of Worldwide Depression. 


‘* We are going through a great busi- 
ness depression, which {s world wide, 
and which has. extended and is being 
felt in every branch of industry. * * * 
The cost of living is coming down, and 
the purchasing power of the dollar is 
soing up, but this was not and could 
not have been brought about without a 
very serious disturbance of business 
and industrial activity.”’ 

Mr. Teagle asserted that the ofl busi- 
ness had suffered along with others 
from general conditions. The demand 
for finished petroleum products, which 
had. been increasing rapidly for the 
past few years, suddenly began to fall 
off. The remédy, he said, was through 
greater industrial “ efficiency, which 
would only come ‘‘ when all the ele- 
ments of industry, the employer and 
the employe, give more thought to their 
obligations and responsibilities one to 
the other, and to the public, than to 
their so-called rights. 

**Real  prospérity,’’ he continued, 
‘which means prosperity for all, is 
within our reach if we take the right 
path. The first, step is not in correct- 
ing the shortcomings of others, but in 
curing our own.” 

Mr. Teagle said despite the fact thet 
it was necessary to lay off many em- 
ployes, every effort would be made to 
keep the organization intact so far as 
possible. 

/* It is not pleasant,”” he said, ‘‘ to be 
obliged to say to men.who have served 
the company faithfully that we must 
lay them: off, and we would not have 
done this had there been any other way 
opén: to meet the present curtailment ia 
the demand for petroleum products. In 
reducing forces we have naturally <cif- 
ferentiated in favor of those who have 


been longest with the company, and in 
favor of, American citizens. We have

JACK CUDAHY KILLS 
HIMSELF BY SHOT 
“FROM HINTING GUN 


Son of Wealthy Packer Is a 
Suicide at His Home ‘in 
; Hollywood, Cal. 


HAD FAILED TO. GET LOAN 


Financial Worries and Long Ill- 
ness Are Believed to Have 
Caused His Act. 


WIFE DENIES ANY QUARREL 


His Death Recalis His Sensational 
Attack on Kansas City Banker 
In His ‘Home There.

LOS ANGELES, April 20.—John P. 
(Jack) Cudahy of the well-Known fam- 
fly of packers committed suicide this 
morning by shooting himself in the head 
with a shotgun at his home at 7,269 
Hollywood Boulevard. His wife was in 
her dressing room near by: at the time. 
Downstairs in the home were his 17- 
year-old daughter, Anne, and his 14- 
year-old son, Michael. 

According to Mrs. Cudahy, ill health 
coupled with financial worry was the 
cause of the suicide. She denied a re- 
port that there had been any altercation 
between her and her husband shortly 
before Mr. Cudahy took his life. 

Following notification of the suicide to 
Coroner Williams by members of the 
family, . detectives interviewed Mrs. 
Cudahy and investigated the shooting. 
Mrs. Cudahy, they said, told them that 
about 10:20 A. M. Mr. Cudahy went into 
his bathroom, taking his Winchester 
shotgun, which he used for trapshooting, 
and then took it into his bedroom. At 
the time he did not seem to be unusually 
despondent. 

Mrs. Cudahy said that at exactly 11:45 
o’clock she heard a shot and rushed to 
her husband’s bedroom, where she found 
that he had used the gun to end his life. 

Further investigation by the police dis- 
closed the fact that early this morning 
Curahy received a letter from the North- 
ern Trust Company of Chicago saying: 
“© we do not want to carry @ permanent 
Joan and unless your sister can vouch 
for the loan of $10,000 which you ask 
for, we find it impossible to grant your 
request.’’ The letter was signed by N. 
O. Edmonds, Vice President. Late the 
évening previous, tne Getectives learned, 
Mr. Cudahy had received a telegram 
from his sister Clara in Santa Barbara 
saying: ‘Sorry, but find it impossible 
to do what you ask.” 

It is beHeved by the police that the 
failure to negotiate the loan was the 
culmination of worries which drove the 
son of the famous packer to end his 
life. Mr. Cudahy was known, the police 
further learned, to have been in ill 
health for the past year and under the 
constant care of his physicians, Dr. L. J. 
Huff of 6,779 Hollywood Boulevard and 
Dr. Edwin C. Palmer of 6,422 Holly- 
wood Boulevard. 

Shortly after his returr from the 
Cudahy ranch near Calexico, Mexico, 
about ten days ago Mr. Cudahy took 
an overdose of bichloride of mercury, 
according to the detectives, which 
caused intense sickness for some time. 

At the Cudahy home, one of the most 
imposing: mansions in the _ exclusive 
West Hollywood section, Mrs. Cudahy 
refused to comment upon the affair ex- 
cept to say that there had been no trou- 
ble lately between her and her hus- 
band, and that Mr. Cudahy’s action 
came as a shock which she had never 
expected. He had ‘been despondent for 
some time, she said, but had never inti- 
raated that he had lost hope. 

Mr. Cudahy’s chauffeur, W. M. Con- 
don, met all callers at the front door, 


stating that Mrs. Cudahy was so broken 
up it was impossible for her to 
see or speak to any one. Through kim 
she wished to deny the report that Mr. 
Cudahy’s action came as the result of 
any differences between them suggested 
in a report of a prospective divorce 
some time ago.

Chicago Couple Are Mobbed in Potsdam; 
Mistaken for French » Are Saved by Police 





BPRLIN, April 20. (Associated Press). 
—James E. Tobinson and his, wife, Yest- 
dents of Chicago, were attacked by. a 
crowd of German men, women and chil- 
dren Tuesday as they sat’on the terrace 
of Sans Souci Park, following the funeral 
of former Empress: Augusta Victoria. 

The Americans were rescued by a se- 
curity policeman and two German 
civilians, who locked arms and sur- 
rounded them, accepting a pelting of 
sticks, stones and umbrellas in defense 
of the couple until they Were able to 
escort them the police station in 
Potsdam, Here a patrol of extra police- 
men was summoned,and dispersed the 
crowd. 

During the attack the policemen and 
the two German civilians were tate 
to quiet the crowd, mém of which 
were shouting, ‘ Foreigners ” “* French 

ple.’” Nor could they entirely shield 
fa Americans. Mr. Tobinzon was 
beaten about the head and shquiders 
and his wife.received a bruised nose. 
Atss her hat was torn from her head, 
her hair was pulled and she was struck 
on her arms and body with umbrellas. 

Potsdam Police eadquarters in its 
report concerning the case said: ‘‘ The 
Americans were-not to blame, and they 
desire that there be no further mention 
of the affair.”

At the Foreign Office it was said to- 
day that it could neither confirm nor 
deny the above report. The Government 
deemed it wise not to make any state- 
ment or comment on the’ Yap question 
beyond what has been, or will be, pub- 
lished by. mutual understanding between 
the Japanese and American Govern- 
iments, Foreign Office officials declared. 

Publication locally of the correspond- 
ence on the question of mandates has 
been followed by a change of tone in 
the Japanese newspapers, which gener- 
ally consider the American attitude un-

Britain and Japan Delay Replies.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—No response 
has been made by the British or. the 
Japanese Government to the Hughes 
note of April 5 on-the Yap mandate 
question, and it is doubted if anything 
more than the customary acknowledg- 
ment of the receipt of that communi- 
cation wil be made by either Govern- 
ment in advance of the coming meeting 
of the Council of Ambassadors at Paris. 

The Hughes note is known to be re- 
ceiving .most careful consideration in 
both Tokio and London, and there is a 
strong belief here that representatives 
of those Governments have been in at 
least informal conversation over -the 
matter...

WASHINGTON, April 20.—The treaty 
with Colombia was ratified by the Sen- 
ate at 5:45 o’clock this afternoon by a 
vote of 69 to 19, or twelve more than 
the required two-thirds of those voting. 
The opposition consisted of fifteen Re- 
publicans and four Democrats. 

The ratification was not accomplished 
until after: Senator Borah, one of the 
leaders against ratification, had twice 
placed the Senate on record on an 
amendment .which, had it prevailed, 
would have been notice to the world 
that in paying $25,000,000 to Colombia 
the United States specifically asserted 
that neither the payment of the money 
nor anything else in the treaty was to 
be taken as an admission by this Gov- 
ernment that the Government itself or 
any of its officials had any part in the 


United States had ever violated any 
of its obligations to Colombia. 

The amendment was rejected in com- 
mittee of the whole by a vote of 49 to 39, 
nineteen Republicans voting ‘‘no’’ and 
when the. $25,000,000._section was up for 
final consideration it was defeated by 
58 to 30, twenty-nine Republicans voting 
‘“‘no.””.

Description of Soranton Pris- 
oner Tallies With That Given 
by Witnesses Here.

Tito Luigio, now detained in Police 
Headquarters on a technical charge of 
being a draft evader. 

‘“IT am not ina position to discuss the 
arrest of the man,” Superintendent 
Day. added, ‘‘ because the Department 
Justice is in charge of the prisoner. 
They are investigating Luigio’s activi- 
ties since he came to this country and 
I have been requested not to talk about 
the matter.”’ 

The Superintendent was asked if he 
had sent photographs and finger-prints 
ef Luigie to the police of New ¥ork,

ger-prints to Chief Murphy -6f the Secret 
Service in New York 4nd another set 
to Chief Fiynn fi Washington,” hée #e- 
plied. ‘ Chief’ Murphy should get his 
set tomorrow morning.”

**Luigio fits in with that description 
in many respects,’’ he replied. ‘‘ He is 
about 27 years old, weighs 160 pounds, 
is five feet seven inches tall and has

the co-operation of many scholars and 
@ great lapse of time before the work 
on the manuscript could be regarded as 
complete.

instances he was not sure that the state- 
ments which he finally distilled from the 
‘cipher after'‘six’ processes of translation 
represented the meaning of Bacon. He

‘* Becon lived in that age, but was not 
of it.

The knowledge amassed by his 
contemporaries with so much labor he 
contemptuously cast aside as having no 
better foundation than authority. Bua- 
con held the independent opinion that 
there was but one firm foundation for. 
true knowledge, and that was senge ex- 


ing that knowledge into a 
namely by showing its conformity with 
the laws of mathematics. 

“Thus Bacon sketched with an amaz- 
ing accuracy the fundamental princip'es 
of mathematical physics as we conceive 
is today. Only less amazing is his ‘v- 
tuitive grasp of the principles of oa 
ology and of textual criticism; his diag- 
nosis of the needed reforms in education, 
of the necessity of endowing research 
work, his forecasts of the development of 
medicine in the direction of hygiene and 
preventive medicine and of the applica- 
tion of chemistry to physiology, agricul- 
ture and industry. 

‘* Like Aristotle’ he sought knowledge 
wherever it could be found from arti- 
sans, farmers, old wives and such sin- 
ple folk. 

‘** From them,’ says Bacon, ‘I dis-J 
covered more and, beyond ai’ compari- 
son,. more important things than from 
all my famous doctors.’ 

‘To guard against the pussibiity of 
any essential feature of the complex 
system being forgotten, he wrote upon 
the last page a condensed key, giving 
oral instructions for its use, and now, 
after the lapse of six centuries, there 
is reason for believing that his expecta- 
tions may be realized and his discov- 
eries proclaimed to an interested world. 


Bacon's Chief Discoveries. 


““What were those discoveries? At 
present it is possible only to conjecturé 
their extent and importance, for the 
art of reading the cipher is yet only in 


earliest stages and it is not certain that 
the whole manuscript can be read. A 
study of the drawings alone, however, 
proves their importance. 

“The manuscript falls into four divi- 
sions, dealing, respectively, with plants, 
-the heavenly bodies, the generation of 
animal life and he preparation of 
drugs. The common link connecting all 
four is probably Bacon’s interest in the 
prolongation of human life. Plants are 
discussed because of their medicinal 
propertiés; the stars because they deter- 
nm:ine a man’s character at his birth and 
influence him throughout life; enibry- 
ology because of the bearing upon later 
life of all factors influencing conception 
Fand pharmacology because drugs are 
essential to the cure of disease. - 

‘“‘ This is the first record of the use of 
the telescope.’ The embryological: sec- 
tion contains thirty-one drawings. As 
a rule, they: are’ symbolic, for Bacon 
was unwilling to draw objects recogniz- 
able by the casual observer. 

‘* But there are drawings which so ac- 
curately portray the actual ateeerance 
of. certain objects that it is difficult to 
resist ‘the inference that Bacon had seen_ 
them with the microscope. It is possible 
that the decipherment of the text may 
reveal unsuspected meanings in the pic- 
tures, but at present the interpretation 
I have put upon them seems obvious. 
Thus are spermatazoa, the body cells 
and the semeniferous ‘tubes, the ova, 
with their nuclei distinctly indicated. 

‘There are nine large drawings, of 
which one at least. bears considerable re- 
semblance to a certain stage of de-elop- 
ment of a fertilized oglt. -The other 
eight may have similar significance, but 
they cannot at present be interpreted 

"The spermatazoa were not again 
seen after Bacon until they were redis- 
covered by Hamm and Leeuwenhoek. it 
seems .impossible to doubt that Bacon 
was the first to discover these import- 
ant structures. 

‘The symbolic -significance of the 
sre pieg is .as yet but imperfectly un- 
derst . Ht relates in large part to 
Bacon's belief that the soul lived in the 
stars before birth and returned to the

4MERICAN MISSION 
TO BE SENT TO CHITA 


Will Investigate Conditions in the 
Far Eastern Republic in 
Siberia. 





Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 20.—An official 
American-mission will soon be sent for 
purposes of observation and investiga- 
tion by the American Embassy at 


Tokio, Japan, to Chita, the capital of 
the Far Bastern Republic of Siberia, 
which has been seeking recognition from 
the United States Government. 

The mission will be headed by James 
F. Abbott, the American commercial 
attaché at Tokio. It will also include 
@ military representative. 

The despatch of the mission may have 
the effect of hastening the crystalliza- 
tion of this Government's Siberian 
/policy, which, on account of the selec- 
tion of ‘Dr. Abbott to head it, is con- 
sidered to be more commercial, or eco- 
nomic, than political, and to involve 
consideration of the problem also of 
the reconstruction of the Trans-Siberian 
seed pal tg through the territories of the 
F Eastern Republic and of the ad- 
ministration of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, in which the Far Eastern Re- 
public. claims an interest jointly with 
Soviet Russia. 

The miseion will also study the com- 
position of the Chita.Government, which 
has been variously characterized, it be- 
ing claimed that the peasants control 
its National Assembly., while there have 
been contrary intimations that it has 
a community of interests with. the Mos- 
cow régime and acts under orders from 
Moscow. 


MAIL SERVICE WITH RUSSIA. 


Limited Resumption Announced by 
the Post Office Department. 


WASHINGTON, April 20. — Limited 
mail service with Russia has been re- 
sumed after four years’ suspension, the 
Post Office Department announced to- 


day, mail for European Russia, includ- 
ing the Ukraine, epublic of Georgia 
and Republic of Azerbaijan, to go via 
London to Moscow for distribution. 

‘“Qnly fully prepaid unregistered let- 
ters and post cards will be accepted 
for European Russia,’’ the announce- 
ment said, ‘‘ at the regular international 
postal rates. The Russian Post. Office 
also agrees to accept mail of like char- 
acter for Russia in Asia.’’ 

The department said it was unable to 
state ‘‘ what censorship: arrangements 
Russia has over the letters, but they will 
probably be subject to ciose scrutiny. be- 
fore they are delivered by the Soviet 
Russian authorities,’’ 

Mail for Eastern Siberia and Vladi- 
vostok will be accepted as usual.

FACES DEPORTATION 


Court Declares That Horowitz. 


_ Divorce Witness Is Morally 
an Undesirable. 


SUBMITS RECORD TO WALLIS 


Offender, With Wife In. Hungary, 
Admits Living Four Years With 
Married Woman. 


Supreme Court Justice Tierney sent 
yesterday to Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion Wallis at Ellis Island the record of 
the testimony before him in a divorce 
suit of Simon Horowitz against Katle 
Horowitz to bring to the Commission- 
er’s attention the evidence given by 
Michael Breuer of 270 East Tenth Street 
in behalf of Horowitz. Justice Tierney 
said: : 

‘“* My purpose in sending this to you Is 
so that you may determine whether this 
confessed offender against our laws and 
against morality and decency is not so 
undesirable an alien as would justify his 
apprehension and deportation by the 
Federal authorities.” 

Breuer’s testimony was that he met 
Mrs. Horowitz in a laundry owned by 
the plaintiff, and that thereafter he ahd 
the defendant lived together for four 
years. Justice Tierney asked if Breuer 
was confessing his own misconduct, and, 
when told he was doing so, the court 
asked : 

‘* Who brought you here today?’”’ 

The record shows that Breuer said he 
had not seen Horowitz for a iong time, 
and that upon meeting him Horowitz 
said ‘‘ maybe he would get a divorce.”’ 

“ You.and he put up this scheme be- 
tween you that he would get a divorce, 
using you as a witness to prove her mis- 
conduct? ’’ asked the court. ‘‘I think 
this man ought to be apprehended as an 
offender against the. laws of the State. 


7 If this man confesses to this, he is con- 


fessing to a crime, and it would be my 
duty to have him apprehended.”’ 

Breuer said he had been in America 
thirteen years and had not. become an 
American citizen. : 

“Then it will never happen if I know 
anything. about it,’ replied Justice 
Tierney. ‘‘ You.came.to make a living 
here, and you took a married woman 
from her Lusband and lived with her.”’ 

‘“‘T didn’t take her,’’ replied’ Breuer. 
“She is more at fault than I am.” 

‘“‘ That is the old story,’’ replied Jus- 
tice Tierney. 

Breuer edmitted in repl to other 
questions that Mrs. Horowitz left him 
against his protest\and that he left a 
wife in Hungary When he came here. 
is, Rye sobean the case Justice Tierney 

d that ‘‘ that man has got to be de- 
aoe. We} have thousands like him 
who come to this country and who do 
not belong here, and I am ferreting 
them out and sending them back. We 
could load the Leviathan a dozen times 
with people who do not belong here.’’ 

The case has been adjourned for a 
week to permit the plaintiff's attorney 
to offer testimony other than that of 
Breuer. Mrs. Horowitz, who is in Calli- 
fornia, did not defend ‘the action.

CHICAGO, April. 20.—Wastes ‘ameount- 
ing to a billion dollars annually were 
laid to managerial inefficiency on Amer- 
ican railroads in a detailed . exhibit 
placed before the Railroad Labor Board 
today, as part’ of union labor's fight 
against a reduction of wages. Recover- 
able wastes were estimated by the em- 
ployes at. $578,500,000 a year and other 
wastes, impossible of estimation. would 
equal that amount, it was declared. 

The employes point out alleged wastes 
in the present railroad administrations 
and maintain that if those deficiencies 
and defaults jn’ management were re- 
dressed and repaired there would remain 
no. reason for attempting .to reduced 
wages. As a method of odrrecting waste- 
ful methods and increasing the ‘effi- 
ciency of employes, the exhibit. advo- 
cated co-operative effort between man-. 
agement and workers, and added that 
this co-operation could best be obtained 
through the medium uniform agreements 
reached by collective bargaining. 

Recoverable and’ easily’. estimated 
wastes were divided by the exhibit. under 
nirie neads having to do largely with 
construction and care of locomotives and 
ghop machinery, cost accounting and la- 
bor turnover. ; 

The wastes which the- unions ‘said 
could not be estimated in ‘terms . of 
money included a variety:.of subjects 
ranging from defective train equipment 
anda tr ‘through .allegations of- in- 
competent and extravagant. manage- 


ent.-* .

fought scientific cost: finding: methods; 
introduction, of the .newer methods of:

respect to cont accounting, the exhibit 
argues that railway. equipment deteri- 
oration often hae occurred’ because ‘the 
management has declared. dividends 
without regard the ‘maintenance ‘of 
adequate reserves to cover ‘depreciation. 
Roperayn personnel efficiency .Norman 
Collyer of the Southern Pacific is quot- 
ed as saying ‘‘ that five times a minute, 
300 times an hour, 7,200 times a day, or 
2,582,000 times a year, an employe is lost 
and replaced. In other words the labor 
-turnover of the railroads, according to 
his eotirente is over 140 per cent.’’ 

The exhibit specifies ‘in considerable 
detail many of the particular economies 
which the employes think should be 
adopted but, they say, are not in general 
use upon the railways, and alleged in- 
efficiencies complained of being based 
upon comparisons with the standards of 
actual experience and the practices in 
use upon well managed roads. 

The data in the exhibit were derived 
‘mainly from studié¢s and reports of con- 
sulting engineers, mechanical engineers 
and other technicians in the railway in- 
dustry, from the estimates and judg- 
ments of the executive officers of many 
large railroads and from experts in 
matters of railway equipment, accord- 
ing to union officials. Matter is in- 
cluded also from the proceedings of im- 
portant railway associations and clubs, 
and from railway periodicals, govern- 
mental investigations and the reports 
of officials of the United States Rail- 
ray Administration.

the United States. Government is not 
to be construed as an tanconditional 
privilege granted to the railway op- 
erators to levy fixed charges upon ship- 
pers, consumers, employes, and _ the 
public in general without any account- 
ability on the part of the Railway Ad- 
ministration themselves.’

In concluding, the exhibit points. out 
that the remedies suggested, ‘‘ in many 
instances, the spécific methods whereby 
these wastes can be obviated, largely 
from the mouths of railroad experts and 
officials,’’ require close co-operation be- 
tween the managements and the em- 

‘“ Without the good-will of their men,” 
the exhibit said, ‘‘ without a high level 
of morale and enthusiasm devoted to a 
common end, the improvements of ser- 
vice and the reduction of cost cannot be 
achieved. If the two great elements of 
railroad operation, management and 
workers, are to be forever at logger- 
heads, each pulling against the other, 
exch mistrusting and condemning the 
other, each’ trying: to wring concessions 
which the other fs reluctant to grant, 
the outlook for eliminating the many 
wastes revealed in the foregoing pages 
is dark indeed. 

‘*The inescapable condition of bring- 
ing about co-operation is found in the 
principle of collective bargaining. Joint- 
ly the two interests should agree on 
wages; hours and working conditions, 
these agreements should be consistently 
uniform and national in scope in order 
to allay sectional discontent. A _ spirit 
of co-operation for efficient service is 
absolutely dependent upon the convic- 
tion in the mind of the individual worker 
that his interests have been properly 
considered and-safeguarded. Such con- 
sideration can'be achieved only through 
scientific, uniform agreements, secured 
as a result of and safeguarded by col- 
lective bargaining. Coincident with such 
agreements must go the provision of op- 
portunity for and the deliberate encour- 
agement of the worker himself to as- 
sist the management in working out 
.Standards of increased efficiency.’’ 


ROADS IN FINAL PLEA 
BEFORE LABOR BOARD 


Many Receivership Predictions in 
Last Day’s Presentation of 
Carriers’ Evidence. 


CHICAGO, April 20.—Setting a whirl- 
wind pace, more than thirty -railroads 
laid their pleas for wage reductions be- 
fore the Railroad Labor Board today in 
the final day’s presentation of the car- 
riers’ evidence. The board then ad- 
journed for one week, until April 28, 
to allow the employes time in which to 
prepare their reply. 

Predictions of receiverships and bank- 
ruptcies interspersed exhibit after ex- 
hibit introduced by the roads to show 
decreases. in outside industry wages and 
the cost of living since the present rail- 
road Wage scale was made effective. All 
of the roads took the same position as 
that expressed by W..G. Bierd, cf the 
Chicago & alton, the last witness. 

“The wage decision of July 1920, as 
I understand it, was based almost en- 
tirely on the increased cost of living,’’ 
Mr. Bierd said. ‘‘ If that is correct, we 
feel ‘fully justified in asking a decrease 
in those rates of pay, first, on the 

“ounds of absolute necessity; second, 

se the reason for creating the pres- 
ent rates has been removed and third, 
because other ‘industries have.’ reduced 
their wages.”’ 

The board was flooded with another 
mass of gigures today as roads from 
the Southeast, Southwest and West made 
their submissions in rapid succession.

Samuel Gompers—was described as 
‘the only. man who had a’ key to the 
White House”’ during the war, and the 
American Federation of Labor as 
‘‘more powerful than the Government 
itself ’’ in the same period, by Charles 
L. Underhill, Congressman from Massa- 
chusetts,. in an address yesterday after- 
noon at ‘the twenty-third annual con- 
vention of the National Metal ‘Trades 
Association in the Hotel. Astor. His 
remarks were. heartily. applauded by 
members, of. the. association who, with 
the National Founders’ «Association, 
compose -one of the strongest forces 
opposed to the closed shop. 

Congressman Underhill said he wished 
to make a‘ distinction between organized 
labor and labor, and to make a further 
distinction between organized labor and 
labor leaders. 

“There is just as much heresy,’’ he 
said, ‘‘or lack of patriotism, or se- 
dition, In saNng that a man who criti- 
cized the potizy of President Wilson was 
not patriotic as in saying that a man 
who. criticized Sam Gompers and his 
gang was not friendly, to labor.’’ 

» Mr, Underhill then, to qualify as one 
who - was’ in».a ‘position to understand 
the attitude of labor, told the delegates 


‘| he, started in life as.a printer’s devil, 


that* he :worked:as:a blacksmith for 
twenty years, ahd that:‘ — 

“In my. political life, I always gave 
labor the benefit of the doubt until we 
entered: the’ war. “but the attitude of 
union labor and its leaders was s0 
seditious, so \disgraceful and- disloyal 
from that time on that today am 
from Missouri and they have got to 
show me. : 


Says Lawmakers Lacked Courage. 


*“It has been through a lack of cour- 
age on the part of our lawmakers, and 
of knowledge on the part of our leaders, 
that they laid our country open to the 
rule of an autocrat and demagogue more 
unprincipled than any potentate in Eu- 
rope. Had the war lasted a little longer 
we might have been worse off than un- 
der Wilhelm II. and his Potsdam gang, 
for we might have had the rule of Sam 
Gompers and his gang. 

‘* Foster, Morrison, Duncan and Woll 


were boring from within during the 
war, seeking to take away from our 
boys in France their birthright to labor 
and to live.’’ 

Congressman Underhill then attacked 
the Federation of Labor and its leaders 
because, he said, they had spoken no 
word about winning the war at the time 
of the Buffalo convention. He said that 
the chief concern of this meeting of the 
Federation of Labor was to strengthen 
itself against the return of soldiers from 
France who would be seeking millions 
of jobs. It was the desire of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, he asserted, 
to make these veterans submit to its 
power. . : 

The Congressman cited the case of his 
son, who gave up training for .a profes- 
sion to enlist in the army. On returning 
trom Frarice this son decided to enter 
the mining field gnd learn the business 
from the ground up. He went to West 
Virginia and entered a mine with a pick 
and shovel. 

eck ¥ first requisite was that he must 
join the union,’’ said Congrgssman 
Underhill. ‘‘ Isn’t that one of the’proofs 
that these boys were being deprived of 
their right to work by Gompers and his 
gang of highbinders? ”’ 


Basis of His Sedition Charge. 


Congressman. Underhill charged that 
evidence of the seditious attitude of 
union labor was furnished by the 6,000 
strikes called In industries necessary to 
win the war. He berated the Federation 
because these strikes had been permitted 
—and a member of the association inter- 
rupted to add, ‘‘ backed up by Wilson.” 


“That’s right,’’ said Mr. Underhill. 
‘<T’m coming to that later.” 

‘During the war,’’ he said, ‘‘ labor 
leaders did everything in their power, 
even to committing murder, tg substan- 
tiate their own power. But \since the 
war they have been crying baby and 
saying that you manufacturers and 
other employérs are débasing yourselves 
for the purpose of destroying the 
unions.”’ 

There were only two alternatives for 
the honest working man, according to 
Congressman Underhill, who said they 
must go to the meetings of their unions 
and west control of the organizations 
from their present leaders, or else turn 
in heir union cards. 

The speaker traced the ‘‘ gospel of 
hate’ preached by the Jabor leaders 
back to the time of Commodore Vander- 
bilt who was generally credited_ with 
having been the author of the expres- 
sion, ‘‘the public be damned.’’ In the 
present labor difficulties, he said the 
attitude of the unions was expressed 
by ‘‘ To hell with the aha 

Congressman Underhill attacked the 
plan of ‘settling labor disputes through 
boards of arbitration. e said that 
while the representatives of the employ- 
ers and the employes were able to get 
together with their feet under the same 
table they usually had their hands in 
the pockets of the public, the only party 
to the controversy who was likely to 
suffer. 


-An Unbiased Arbitration Board. 


“If we are to have. an unbiased board 
of arbitration,’’ he continued, ‘‘ we 
should not have a_ representative of 
labor on it, and we should not have a 
representative of capital on it either.’’ 

He asserted that the middle classes, 


who were most seriously affected by 
labor disputes, were gradually turning to 
the employers and urging them to stand 
pat for the protection of the interests 
} ublic. 

te as been. said,’’ continued Con- 
gressman Underhill, ‘‘ that Gompers 
was the only man in Washington who 
had a key to the White House. You all 
know that during the war Sam Gompers 
had become a bigger man than the Pres- 
ident of the United States and that the 
American Federation of Labor was 
more powerful than the Government of 
the United States. 

‘* Every effort that has been made thus 
far to restrict the power of he unions 
as vested in their leaders has been 
turned down for political reasons. If it 
is necessary to curb capital, it is just 
as necessary to curb labor.”’ 

Congressman Underhill warned the 
manufacturers that they had been too 
much occupied making money to devote 
their’ attention to politics with the result 
the politicians were put into office who 
were able to take from the manufactur- 
ers their money as fast as they could 
make it. If these conditions were to be 
changed, he urged the business men to 
take more interest in politics.

WESTERNERS UNITE 
T0 CURB JAPANESE 


Senators and Representatives 
of Eleven States’ Form 
an Organization. 


JOHNSON HEADS MOVEMENT 


Help of Other States Sought In 
Dealing With the Immi- 
gration Problem. 


WASHINGTON, April 20. —- Active 
work by an organization of Senators and 
Representatives of eleven Far Western 
States, perfected today for the purpose 
of uniting efforts for dealing with the 
Japanese immigration problem, will be- 
gin within the next week. 

Senator Johnson of California, Chair- 
man of the organizatién’s Executive 
Committee, announced tonight that: he 
would name as committeemen one Sena- 
tor and one Representative from each of 
the States this week. The first. work 


of the organization, it was also an- 
nounced, would be to make a survey of 
the situation with the expectation of 
submitting information to other Statss 
for possible action. ‘The States so far 
represented in the movement are Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, Washington, Idaho, 
Utah, Nevada, Arizona, New Mexico, 
Texas, Oklahoma and Colorado. 

Members present at the meeting em- 
phasized ‘ the necessity of nation-wide 
co-operation ’’ with the Western. States 
in facing conditions which . they’ de- 
scribed as threatening, unless remedial 
steps were immediately undertaken. 

e conference was called by the 
California delegation in an effort ‘‘ to 
find a common ground upon: which the 
West ey bh meet and go forward with 
the solution of common problems.” 

V. S. McClatchy of Sacramento ‘told 
the conference that unless the Japanese 
immigration problem was solved by the 
absolute exclusion of the Japanese they 
would ‘‘inevitably: swamp the white 
race.’’ He declared that they had es- 
tablished a birth rate per thousand 
three times as great as that -of~-the 
whites, and that if further immigration 
were prohibited for .100 years there 
would ve more Japanese than whités in 
California. 7 : 

“‘The Japanese today control one- 
eighth of all the rich irrigated lands of 
California,’’ Mr. McClatchy said, ‘‘ They 
will not and cannot make American 
citizens.”’ 

Under the so-called gentlemen's agree- 
ment, Mr. McClatchy added, there has 
been no suspension or restriction of im- 
migration. 

‘We have done.-the extraordinary 
thing,’’ he continued, ‘“‘of passing to 
Japan one of our sovereign sights of 
determining who and how many may 
come in. The oT should be 
abrogated. Why should we longer sur- 
render a supreme prerogative of this 
character, which is to our manifest 
detriment and ultimately will be our 
undoing? ”’ : 

Within the last three months, Mr. Mc- 
Clatchy said, several States had shown 
a desire to co-operate with California 
in enacting anti-alien land bills similar 
to that recently passed in California.

‘TOTAL LUNAR ECLIPSE DUE. 


Moon Will Enter Earth’s Shadow 
at Midnight. 


A total eclipse of the moon is due to 
n tonight at 11:57, Hastern standard 
time. If clouds do not interfere with 
vision, {t will be observable throughout 
North and South America. An early 
morning vigil will be necessary to see 
the phenomenon, as the satellite wi)l 
not enter the real inner earth’s shadow 
or umbra until 1:03 A. M., April 22. At 
11:57 P M. tonight the mooh enters 
the penumbra, or outer shadow of the 
earth. 

The total eclipse will begin. at 2:33 
tomorrow morning and until] 3:05 A. M. 
the moon will remain completely covered 
by the shadow. At 4:25 A.-M. the 
moon will have ‘passed out of the 
umbra and at 4:32 A. M. it will have 
crept entirely beyond the outer shadow. 
The Weather Bureau has. predicted 
cloudy weather for tonight and tomor-

Hearing on Several Bills—No Op- 
position to $1,650: Pension . 
for Mrs. Horton. 


About 500 policemen, firemen and city 
employes crowded the Board of Estimate 
chamber yesterday to urge the\Mayor to 
sign the bill sent down by the Legisla- 
ture increasing the pay of police and 


_tiremen from $2,280 to $2,500 a year.. 


The Presidents of the various pvatrol- 
men’s associations made pleas-for the 
increase and were backed by Senator 
Martin McCue, President “Connolly | of 
Queens. James: P. Holland of the New 
York State Federation of Labor and 
Stewart Browne of the United Real Es-' 
tate Owners’ Association. F 

Pregident Joseph Moran of. the Patrol- 
men’s Association and President Albert 
E. Guinness of the ‘uniformed firemen 
admitted that the lower ranks of, the 
two departments had received $700 in-- 
creases during the\ three years of the 
Hylan Administration. They also, frankly 
stated that they had gone to Albany for 
the increases rather than to the. Board 
of Estimate, as they desired mandatory 
legislation. They did. not. care, they 
said, to take a chance with future City 
Governments. The Mayor said it was a 
question of getting the money to pay for. 
the increases and he said he didn’t know 
where the money was coming from. 

“If you wart to play good politics,’’ 
said President Holland, ‘‘ you sign this 


| bill increasing the pay of the firemen 


and thé police and send it back to cer- 
tain legislators in Albany who are try- 
ing to put you in a hole."’ 

‘It isn’t good politics to play politics 
with the people’s money,” replied the 
Mayor. ‘So far as I am concerned, I 
would like to see the police and the fire- 
men and the school teachers get the very 
best salaries, for I know they deserve 


it. But that isn’t the question. Because 
of mandatory legislation just like this, 
enacted in Albany without the consent 
of the governing body of this city, we 
are now between $15,000,000 and $27,- 
000,000 in a hole, so far as Department 
of Education funds are concerned.”’ 

Senator McCue urged the increase in 
order to make the jobs of the police and 
firemen attractive and worth while. 

‘“‘T agree with you, but where are you 
going to get the money?” persisted the 
Mayor. 

‘‘ If ‘you insist,’’ said Senator McCue, 
‘‘I might tell you where a few heads 
of ce departments could be lopped. off.’’ 

‘* Fine said the Mayor. ‘‘ Whose, 
for instance.’’ 

‘* We might lop off some of the Con- 
troller’s salary.”’ 

There was a laugh, and the Mayor said 
it couldn’t be done, as the Controller’s 
salary was fixed by charter. 

‘‘ Anyway, you voted to increase lis 
salary, didn’t you?’’ asked the Mayor. 

‘‘Yes,”” admitted the Senator, ‘' but 
only because you and the others were 
included in the bill and I didn’t wish to 
vote against you.”’ 

The Senator promised to submit a plan 
within a few days showing how the 
money could be obtained. Borough. Presi- 
dent Connolly suggested a conference to 
see if the money could not be raised 
before the Mayor vetoed the bill. « 

Although 114 bills which passed the 
Legislature were sent to the Mayor be- 
cause they affected the city, and yes- 
terday the Mayor held hearings on 36 
of them. A bill to allow the command- 
ing officer of the detective force to re- 
tire on the pension of an inspector was 
opposed by the Civil Service Reform 
Association. There was no oppedition 
to’ the bill increasing the pension of 
Mrs. Irma Horton, widow of Lieut: 
Floyd Horton, who was killed last 
winter in the discharge of his duty. At 
present Mrs. Horton receives only $600 
@ year, as do—widows of all lieuten- 
ants who are killed in-the discharge of 
their duties. The bill would give Mrs. 
Horton not less than one-half of the 
pay of a lieutenant, or $1.650. Next 
Wednesday the Mayor will hold hearings 
on 39 more bills. 

The Mayor sent to Governor Miller 
his disapproval of the bill relating to the 
committment, custody and control of 
wayward minors between 16 and 21 years 
of age.

WASHINGTON, April 20. — Drastic 
changes in the methods of administering 
the Panama Canal:Zone by the War De- 
partment, particularly as regards the 
pay, privileges and allowances ‘of the 
civil establishment, are expected to fol- 
low a visit to the. Zone to be made soon 
by Secretary Weeks. The War Secretary 
announced today that as soon as he 
could spare the time he would go there 
with the view of gathering data on 
which ‘to base a reorganization: of the 
entire method .of administration, which, 
he declared, was now conducted extrav- 
agantly. 

Kmployes of the Canal Zone receive 
much higher pay than Government em- 
ployes in the United States proper, Mr. 
Weeks said, and, in addition, are al- 
lowed . sixty days’ leave a year, free 
quarters, reduced transportation to and 
from the United States, the privilege of 
buying all commodities at cost ;from 
Government commissaries and other re- 
quisites. 

These inducements were originally of- 
fered when the United States went into 
Panama to build the canal, Secretary 
Weeks declared, because of the un- 
healthful climate. 

I am-confident,”” sald the Secretary, 
“that a decided change could be made 
in the manner of conducting affairs ‘in 
the Canal Zone, with great saving to the 
Government.”’ 

The present cost of administration of 
Zone, exclusive of the mili- 
tary forces, is about $800,000 a month.

Stevenson Says That the Unguarded 
Trip to Washington Foreshadows 
Such a Result.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—The action 
of Attorney General Daugherty in sum- 
moning Bugene V.. Debs from the Atlan- 
ta Federal n and allowing him. to 
come to Washington unguarded was se- 
verely criticised in the House this aft- 
ernoon by Representative W. F. Steven- 
son of South Carolina, who declared 
that the course of ‘the Attorney General 
foreshadowed the pardon’of Debs. <As 
a contrast, Representative Stevenson de- 
clared; that no such privilege would ever 
be accorded a moonshiner from the 
Southern mountain country. ‘ 

Mr. Stevenson took advantage of an 
opportunity to speak on the immigra- 
tion bill, and attacked Debs and his fol- 
lowers as more “ undesirable’’ than the 
foreigners it was proposed to exclude. 

‘‘T note,” he said, *‘ that the Attorney 
Gemeral at Columbus two or three nights 
ago made a speech in which he said: 
‘We propose to teach these people who 
are unpatriotic that they must either 
love this country or leave it. I rise to 
ask if that was the intention of the At- 
torney General when he had them turn 
Debs out and let him travel 700 miles 
without a guard—was that an attempt 
te induce him to love his country or 
leave it? Was he expected to jump the 
game or fall in love with this country? 
Gentlemen, you can say what you 
please, but that pioceetins foreshadowed 
the pardon of bs.”’ 

‘“‘T am glad that the Attorney General 
has made the statement that he has 
established a precedent, one that he 
would not give to a man from my dis- 
trict who happened to make a little 
moonshine liquor and was put down at 
Atlanta. I say they have established 
a precedent that will rise up to curse 
them in the future, because I know men 
who are in that position.’ 

Mr. Stevenson was interrupted by 
Representative Manuel Herrick, Repub- 
lican, of Oklahoma, who said: 

‘The gentleman will recognize that 
Mr. Debs was man‘ eneugh to go back 
to prison.”’ 

‘* Yes, and I can bring plenty of, moon- 
shiners that will do the same thing and 
who would bring you something g¢ 
if you would let them come up here,”’ 
continued Mr. Stevenson. ‘If they will 
accord ‘that privilege to some men 
know in the mountains of the South, 
who have not considered that there was 
any.harm in making a little liquor and 
who ‘have been sent to Atlanta, who 
havé boys who went over the seas and 
stood at the front of the line and helped 
break the Hindenburg line—if you will 
give them the privilege which you gave 
Debs, they will come up here and go 
back. If the Attorney General will al- 
low them to sit.down on one side of the 
table and he on the other, perhaps they

. Dull Day on Stock 
ie Exchange. 


The only noteworthy incidents in yes- 
| terday’s financial markets were recur- 
rence of the 6 per cent. rate on call 
money, rise in sterling exchange to the 
previous high rate of the present year, 
and’ further recovery in silver bullion, 
which brought the London price 2% 
pence above last Friday's reactionary 
quotation, though leaving it still below 
jJast week's high mark.. Movement of 
‘| prices on the Stock Exchange was 
négligible; it was a day of lifeless 
(trading. The railway shares went 
“fractionally higher as a rule; elsewhere 
the market was made up of trivial net 
declines and advances. 

Exchange rates moved in favor of 
nearly all important European markets; 
with sterling at the highest of 1921, 
rates on France and Italy were less 
than %. cent per.franc below _ their 
‘respective highest, German exchange 
Was an exception to this movement; it 
sold off fractionaHy. How the pro- 
yisional or absolute ‘seizure of the 
Reichsbank’s gold reserve by the Allies 
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would affect German exchange or Ger- 
man currency, or for that matter Ger- 
man finance, is a curious question. Con- 
sidering that the thousand million marks 
now held by the institution are sub- 
merged by a paper circulation of 69,- 
-000,000,000 marks, the gold reserve can 
hardly -be described asa pillar of the 
currency or credit system. 

The present German Government has 
never. appeared to ascribe any special 
virtue. to it. -When_the armistice was 
signed, the bank had 2,550,000,000 marks 
in gold; of which, however, it volun- 
tarily sent 1,500,000,000 abroad between 
October of 1918 and September of 1919 
to. pay for imported food. It was then 
rather generally imagined that all the 
rest of the Reichsbank’s g6éld would be 
exported; but the outward movement 
stopped with the last-named date. 
While the shipments after the armistice 
were in progress, German exchange in 
the neutral European countries declined 
70 per cent. But there were mucii 
stronger reasons for that depreciation 
than the mere fact that its gold reserve 
was leaving Germany, and in fact, Ger- 
man exchange today stands at only half 
its value of September, 1919, although 
what was then left of the Reichsbank’s 
gold reserve has been kept intact. One 
interesting bit ¢f news reported by cable 
yesterday was ‘a rise in the Vienna bank 
rate from 5 per cent. to 6>, It had been

Contracts for July delivery of wheat 
got fairly close to the dollar-line yester- 
day, but recovered rapidly after touch- 
ing $1.0114%.. The Government’s weekly 
report of weather in the crop belt does 
not indicate that wheat has been 
damaged to any great extent by the re- 
cent abnormal cold wave. But the 
market has much more relation to the 
forced sale of accumulated wheat by 
clients of Western banks that have got 
into trouble through financing two-dollar 
wheat than it has to the weather news. 
Not many commodity markets are yet 
free from similar uncertainties. That the 
response, for instance, of steel con- 
sumers to last week’s cut in prices has 
been slow, yesterday’s midweek reviews 
of the trade agree. The Steel Corpora- 
tion’s mill. activity has increased at 
Pittsburgh 10 per cent. from the recent 
minimum, but elsewhere, it is doing 
less than before. At Chicago only one- 
third of its capacity is active, as against 
a 40 per cent. operation by independent 
mills. 

The Iron Age ascribes this hesitancy 
of consumers to their belief in the possi- 
bility of still lower prices, in case 
freight rates are reduced or the Steel 
Corporation revises wages: but as a 
matter of fact the uncertain position, 
in regard to their own labor problem, of 
other industries which use steel is itself 
a deterrent influence. In the old days 
of Carnegie domination it was the lead- 
ing steel producer’s policy, at such times 
as this, to go on reducing prices until 
new demand should be attracted even on 
a. speculative basis, through belief that 
they could go.no lower; then gradually 
to advance them as consumers’ orders 
warranted. The present policy.of tenta- 
‘tive and deliberate changes, at long in- 
tervals, naturally results in a longer 
interval of readjustment.

It was reported in the financial dis- 
trict ‘that the International Petroleum 
Company, a-subsidiary of the Standard.

Should Protect Lading Bills. 

More safety to buyers of merchandise, 
especially in the case of export transac- 
tions in which cash is paid against docu- 
ments, would be insured; it was said 
here ,yesterday, if a change were made 
in preparing negotiable carbon copies 
of bills of lading.

It was not 
known whether any of the. check-pro- 
tecting machines now on the’ markct 
would do the work or not, or whether 
a special device would have to be made 
for the purpose. The suggestion grew 
out of a case in which a carbon copy of 
a bill of lading, a piece of art gum, and 
some careful erasing brought about a 
great deal of trouble to a number of 
concerns, banks and individuals, and 
finally landed ‘two men in a Federal

That was a 
short-sighted policy on the part \of the 
foreign steamship interests, and I be-| 
lieve they are beginning to realize it. 

‘‘ There is a new era in shipping dawn- 
ing. It.is much-to the interest of the 
British that the United States shall have 
a merchant marine. A merchant marino 
for the United States means that there 
will be more. friendly legislation on be- 
half of shipping entering American 

rts. It means the lightening of the 

urdens now imposed by our navigation 
laws upon British, French and other for- 
eign as well as American ships. That is 
the lesson our foreign competitors have 
learned, or at least are learning. 

* President Harding has a most diffi- 
cult situation before him in bringing or- 
der out of the chaotic shipping problems 
he has inherited from the previous ad- 
ministration, but his task is not alone a 
domestic matter. He has. the people of 
the United States solidly behind him in 
the constructive work of putting ships 
upon aying basis. That is not all 
suppore he needs. President Harding 
should have the sympathy and support of 
the British and other maritime nations, 

‘‘ When I say that President Harding 
now has the support of the United States 
in this shipping question, I mean, the 
Middle West as well as the coastal 
ple. I can state this of my own know!l- 
edge of our people of the Great Lakes.
